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OBEDIENCE“TO JESUS 


Washing the Feet of the Saints and_-Partak- 
ing of the Bread and Wine. 


HOW, WHEN 


The Ohurch of God stands un- 
compromisingly for a full and 
perfect obedience to Jesus. 
Many say that His laws and com- 
mands are too rigid and strict for 
people to obey, and that a strict 
obedience is not necessary, but 
we do not look upon Him as a 
tyrant that would mock us, by 
requiring of us certain things 
that we cannot do, or say we 
ought to do things unnecessary. 

Salvation was purchased for us 
at a great cost, and after we learn 
to appreciate this fact as we 
should, it becomes a delight to 
us to render to Him anuncom- 
promising service of any kind. 
We do not consider any of His 
requirements too hard for us, or 
unnecessary for our observance. 

When the necessity of perfect 
obedience to Jesus began to dawn 
upon my mind nearly twenty 
years ago, I did not think of His 
words being so far reaching as I 
have since learned, but I noticed 
a special inspiration taking pos- 
session of me every time I touch- 
ed on the theme. This was en- 
couraging to me and was a means 
to tole me on in that direction. 


In my preaching I always made 
it a rule to follow in the direct- 
ion that the Lord would bless and 
give inspiration. This he did 
every time I chose for a subject 
“Obedience to Jesus.’”’? I did 
not often dwell upon the minute 
points of obedience, but only 
taught the importance of obeying 
Him in a general sense. 

As llook back to that time 
now I can see the gentle loving 
hand of God leading me slowly 
on and on. Probably if He had 
suggested talking in other 
tongues or taking up serpents it 
would have been too much for 
me. But He to whom I had 
given my life knew the best 
course to pursue in order to 
accomplish His purpose. 

About the first that | began to 
see after conversion was holiness 
and water baptism. Then I soon 
saw the Lord’s supper and feet 
washing. And along about the 
same time came the beautiful 
light of divine healing for the 
body. All of these were accept- 
ed as acts of obedience to Jesus, 
and the point of obedience, to 
me seemed to be above the 
actual benefits derived from 
the experiences. It was 
obedience to Jesus in all things 
and doing His biddings without 
knowing why, that impressed 
me the most all the time fora 
number of years. 

It was by following this preva- 
lent idea that lead me to the 
place where the Bible Ohurch 
was revealed. Doing what Jesus 
said to do without asking for 
any reason for such action 
became the delight and joy of

my life. I did not care what it 
was for, just so I knew Jesus 
said we ought to do it. That is 
the very reason I accepted feet 
washing asa thing to practice. 
Jesus said that we ought to wash 
one another’s feet, and I wanted 
to do it. That was enough for 
me. I was bent on_ perfect 
obedience to Jesus. I heard 
people teach sometimes that 
water baptism was a symbol of a 
death and burial and resurrection 
and wasan outward sign of an 
rinward work wrought in the 


heart. But this teaching never 
appealed to me much. No mat- 
ter if there was truth in it, the 


only thing that gave me comfort 
and satisfaction was the fact that 
Jesus said to be baptized. That 
was enough for me—obedience to 
Jesus was what impressed me 
most. 

The first verses of the first 
chapter of Hebrews were always 
used to stimulate me on the line 
of obedience to Jesus. ‘‘God, 
who at sundry times and in diy- 
ers manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the prophets, 
hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by hisSon.’’ I concluded 
that if God was talking to us_ by 
Jesus we ought to give heed to 
His words and obey them. 

The feet washing service is 
one among the most beautiful, 
and most attractive services that 
we have. To seea little crowd 
of devoted saints humbly bowing 
before one another in holy rever- 
ence to Jesus and performing 
this little service just because 
Jesus. said we ought to do it, 
and does not explain or give 
the reason for it, is a mark of 
devotion and sincerity worthy of 
the most commendatory remarks. 

Mary, the sister of Lazarus and 
Martha, anointed the feet of 
Jesus with the ointment of spike- 
nard she had kept for the day of 
His burial, and wiped them with 
her hair; then there was the sin- 
ner woman that came into Si- 
mon’s house where Jesus was, 
and washed His feet with her 
tears and wiped them with her 
hair. Both of these women re- 
ceived from Jesus, words of high 
commendation. These acts were 
done because of the love and 
appreciation these sisters had for 
their Savior and Lord. But in 
each case their little token of 
love was disapproved by others, 
yet Jesus Himself approved their 
simple token of love. 


But Jesus did not leave us the 
example to use oil or tears, nor 
to wipe the feet with our hair, 
but to wash one another’s feet 
with water and wipe them with 
a towel. Mary’s ointment was 
very costly, but water is not so 
costly. Jesus did not tell these 
women to perform such a service, 
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it was entirely voluntary on 
their part. But it wasa service 
of love and a manner of worship.

Jesus said we ought to -do_ it, 
then we ought to feel the same 


obligations relative to feet 
washing. And on the other 


hand, if we feel that we should 
wash one another’s feet because 
Jesus said we ought to do it, the 
same obligation should be felt 
relative to tithes. In 
either case Jesus says we 
to do it. 

The Church of God stands for 
feet washing and paying tithes, 
and while the members are not 
forced to do either, yet when 
uny member fails or refuses to 
pay tithes or engage in feet wash- 
ing service, such a one is consid- 
ered disloyal, and devoid of the 
love of Jesus that it is expected 
every member of the Ohurch 
should possess. Then if they re- 
fuse to pay tithes or wash feet 
itis evident that they do not 
consider Jesus’ advice of much 
value. And iv His adyice is 
worthless about feet washing or 
tithing, it had just as well be 
considered worthless about sal- 
vation, water baptism, or the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

Feet washing has its place, and 
should be considered a very 
sacred service. Ido not know 
how often it should be prac- 
ticed, but it SHOULD BE 
PRAOTIOED, and, as it was ins-

tituted on the same night and 
same occasion that the Lord’s 


supper was, and Jesus said we 
ought to do it, we readily con- 
clude that we should practice it 
every time we take the bread 
and wine. And it is evident 
that this ought to be done quite 
often, or at least two or three 
times a year. 

The directions as to how this 
service should be performed are 
not very specific. About the 
only instructions we have are 
given by example as it, was prac- 
ticed by our Lord. It is our pur- 
pose to imitate Him, with some 








exceptions where to imitate Him 
would be contrary to what He 
said. Forinstance: He washed 
the feet of the twelve one after 
another, but He instructed them 
to only wash one another’s feet 
—one wash another’s feet. 

Some have misconstrued this 
and believe that one person ought 
to go down the line and wash the 
feet of several or all present. But | 
this view is contradicted by the 
simple words of Jesus, ‘‘Ye also 
ought to wash one another’s feet.” |

BE KIND TO THE AGED

‘*A Southern minister whose 
father owned a large plantation 
and was one of the good masters 
of the South, relates this effect- 
ing scene of his boyhood days: 

In an autumn month there was 
a death on the plantation. <A 
very old negro was dead and 
father and I went out among the 
mourners to the burial tosee the 
faithful old servant laid away 
with others who had gone out 
from the ‘quarters.’ 

On reaching the grave the 
negro women stood on one side 
under the trees, clad in home- 
spun frocks with large headeloths 
folded about their heads. 

The only burial service was a 
prayer offered in a most pathetic 
tone by an old negro man. 

As the body was being Tow- 
ered into the grave the man who 
stood there to receive and guide 
the coffin, said: ‘Han him down 
gentle, his bones is ole.’ 

In behalf of many: old people 
as helpless as if dead, these 
words need to be sadly spoken. 
Old parents, old preachers, old 
people who have no closer ties 
than those of common humanity, 
how often their old hearts and 
even their old bones ache _ be- 
‘ause of the carelessness and 
roughness with which they are 
treated. 

A stranger called to get the 
minister to officiate at the fun- 
eral of his mother. ‘Oh yes, ’ 
he said in reply to some expres- 
sion of sympathetic interest, 
one hates to lose a mother; she 
did her duty by us as long as 
she was able, but you see she 
had outlived her usefulness. 

When father died some years 


to live on and she was too old 
and feeble to work. We could 
not get her into the ‘Home for 
the Aged,’ so we had to take 
care of her, There were five of 
us children and we agreed to 
keep her at our houses year 
about; but when my turn was 
out she was not strong enough to 
be moved, so I had more than 
my share. It was pretty hard 
for she had outlived her useful- 





ness and was so helpless that 
she required a great deal of | 
attention.” 


Yes, they have outlived their | 
usefullness—these very old and_ 
worn out ones—and cannot serve | 
us as they once did; they may be | 
even childish now, unreasonable, 
and need much attention, but do| 


not neglect them; show them all 
tenderness and sympathy possi- 
ble. ‘‘Hand them down gentle.”’ 

The above was taken from the 
‘‘Ohristian Herald,’’ and may be 
worth passing along. 

When [see an old person whose 
face is wrinkled, whose hair is 
streaked with silver, whose steps 
are faltering there is a tender- 
ness in my-heart toward them. 

Are you unkind to your aged 
father or mother, or perhaps 
grandmother, dependent upon 
you for sympathy, protection and 
care? Though they may be 
childish now, look upon them 
with pity and love: let it be the 
joy of your heart to make them 
happy and comfortable. Do not 
allow them to feel like they are 
in the way, but make them feel 
welcome. Remember you, some 
day, may be old and dependent.

Now this ‘Old path’’ is the 
way of holiness, separation from 
the world, union with Christ, a 
life filled with the power and 
presence of the Spirit of God, 
without this all our effort is in 
vain.
